II. Claims 6-10, drawn to hash functions, classified in class 713, subclass

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: Inventions l-V are related subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each 
other if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I 
has separate utility such as computer software. Invention II has separate utility 
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such as document verification. Invention III has separate utility such as 
preventing digital piracy. Invention IV has separate utility such as virus 
protection. Invention V has separate utility such as copy protection. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different 
classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art due to their recognized divergent 
subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Claim 1 link(s) inventions I, II, III, IV and V. The restriction requirement 
among the linked inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking 
claim(s), claim 1. Upon the indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the 
restriction requirement as to the linked inventions shall be withdrawn and any 
claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the limitations of the allowable 
linking claim(s) will be rejoined and fully examined for patentability in accordance 
with 37 CFR 1.104 Claims that require all the limitations of an allowable 
linking claim will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented 
prior to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier.
